REVISE BANK STATEMENTS. 


The Board of Assessors last night gave out 
the assessments wiich have been placed on 
personal property held by individuals, firms, 
and corporations in the South Town An in- 
crease of millions of dollars over the figures 
of former years has been made. Business 
houses of every nature and wealthy citizens, 
whose residences face the avenues and 
boulevards, have been struck by the land- 
slide which the new revenue law has brought 
about. The total assessed valuation ‘s esti- 
mated at $40,000,000, one-fifth of the full 
valuation booked. The total assessed valua- 

‘tion for the South Town last year was $13,- 
027,874. 

Marshall Field probably will pay the 
heaviest assessments incurred by an indi- 
vidual. The firm of Marhall Field & Co. is 
taxed on a full valuation of $5,111,748. The 
assessed valuation is $1,022,350. Last year 
the assessed valuation was $650,000. From 
his residence, 1005 Prairie avenue, Mr. Ficld 
scheduled personal property to the value of 
$1,250,000, leaving an assessed valuation of 
$250,000. Last year the latter valuation was 
$21,000. 

The Armours are hard hit by the penalty 
assessment fixed by the assessors, as they 
failed to schedule. Armour & Co., from their 
offices, 205 La Salle street, are listed at 
$1,000,000 with an assessed valuation of 
$200,000, as against $60,000 in 1898. P. D. 
Armour’s personal property is fixed at %300,- 
00v, an assessed valuation of $60,000 result- 
ing. Last year he. paid on a valuation of 
$4,000. In’ 1898 J. Ogden Armour paid on an 
assessed valuation of $1,500. This year an 
assessed valuation of $15,000 follows the 
listing of his personalty at $75,000. P. D. 
Armour Jr. fares similarly, with the same 
last year’s record behind him. 


Street Cars and Telephones. 

‘The Chicago City railway is listed at 
$4,000,000, an assesséd valuation of $800,000, 
as against $260,000 last year. Carson, Pirie, 
Seott & Co. are bookéd for $2,523,845.

In the 
South Town alone the Chicago Telephone 
company is hit with a full valuation of $750,- 
000, to be taxed on one-fifth of this sum. 
Last year the figures were $27,500.

San Francisco, Cal., July 25.—[Special.]— 


Governor Poynter of Nebraska and his staff 
reached San Francisco tonight. Under the 
direction of the Chief Executive of the 
State active arrangements will be begun 
tomorrow toward preparing a welcome for 
the gallant First Nebraska Regiment, which 
has upheld the State's name so heroically in 
the Philippines.

It is recognized that the chief need of the 
members of the regiment on landing will be 
warm clothing. At this season of the year 
the San Francisco climate is close akin te 
that of a Chicago November or a New York 
April. The sun shines part of the day, but 
from 6 o'clock at night until 9 in the morning 
a chilly fog shuts in the city and the Pre- 
sidio, where the Nebraskans will be camped.

Savannah, Ga., July 25.—The Decatur 
County mob, which has tortured to death 
or hanged six negroes in the last few days, 
is tonight besieging the Bainbridge jail for 
another victim. The members of the mob

At 11:30 the mob had surrounded the jail 
and was clamoring loudly for Williams. 
The Sheriff and his deputies were prepared 
to make strong resistance, and as the jail

Troops Ordered Out., 
Telegraphic orders were received here to- 
night from Governor Candler, addressed to 
Captain Middleton of the State militia at 
Valdosta and Captain. Smith of Thomas- 
ville, to “‘report to Sheriff Patterson at 
Bainbridge with all your available men at 
once” and to “act strictly under his or- 
ders. 
The commercial wires having closed, these 
messages were transmitted over railroad 
wires from here, and arrangements were im- 
mediately made for special cars on the 
Plant system to take the troops. The train 
will arrive at Bainbridge at 3 a. m.

Torture a Negro to Death. 
Bainbridge, Ga., July 25.—[Special.]— 
Charles Mack, the leader of the negro gang 
of which five had already been put to death, 
was tortured to death last night by the mob 
which killed the others. Mack was captured 
at Iron City on Sunday night by four mem- 
bers of the mob, who hoped to obtain the 
large reward offered by the Governor, by 
delivering the negro to the Sheriff. 

Three of the men were left to guard Mack, 
while the fourth started for Bainbridge to 
summon the Sheriff. A portion of the mob 
stopped his buggy, a rope was thrown 
around h& neck, and he was told that unless 
he gave up the negro he would be hanged, 
Finally he piloted the mob to the hiding place 
of Mack and his guards. : 

Mack was taken to the same tree where

negro to death. The white men chipped off 
bits of flesh, wrapping them in paper to 
carry home as souvenirs. The mob finally 
performed its only act of mercy. Thechains 
were loosened, the rope around the neck 
tightened, and as the body rose into the air 
a hundred bullets were fired into it.

MONTREAL BANK CLOSES Doors | 


Chief Accountant of t the Ville Marie | 


Arrested on Charge of Steal- 
$58,000. 


Montreal, Que., July 25.+-[Special.]—The | 
Ville Marie Bank closed its doors today, 
and A. Lemieux, chief accountant, who is 
accused with Paying Teller Herbert of steal- 
ing $58,000 and wrecking the institution, was 
arrested at his summer residence at St. 
Anne de Bellevue this evening, Herbert is 
still at liberty. 

The depositors in the main office of the 
Ville Marie Bank comprise a large number 
of wealthy Catholic institutions. At the 
branch banks the depositors and cHMents are 
retail merchants and people of the working, 
class. 

A great many of the notes of the bank 
were in circulation in Montreal and through- 
out Quebec, These notes, constituting the 
circulation.of the bank, are a first charge 
upon its assets, and little anxiety is felt in 
regard to them. 

Both Lemieux and Herbert had been sus- 
pected for some time of leading lives that 
were not compatible with the positions of 
trust they occupied. Both men were guar- 
anteed by the London Guarantee and Acci- 
dent company, and some three months ago 
the local manager of the guarantee company 
decided that he did not care to carry the risk 
longer. The Lemieux guarantee, It is 
said, was then withdrawn, but on account of 


representations made by officials of the } 


bank Herbert's guarantee was continued. 
It was understood that Herbert was not to 
have the handling of large sums of money. | 

The method of defalcation was the abstrac- 
tion of the circulation of the bank. While 
the gold and securities of the bank were 
checked off and counted nightly the same 
rule was not applied to the notes and conse- 
quently the mer. were enabled to help them- 
selves and to hide their operations. »

ALLEGED INSURANCE SWINDLE. 


Companies Fight a Tennessee Claim on 
the Ground That Insured Man 
Is Still 


Bristol, Tenn, July 
Thomas Chase, a farmer aged 48 years, who 
resided at Milligan, Carter County, Tenn., 
was reported as having died of grip afteran 
iliness of a few days in February last. A 
simple funeral took place and what was sup- 
posed to be the body of the farmer was 
buried. 

It was announced in a local newspaper a 
few days later that Chase’s life was insured 
for $30,000. The several insurance com- 
panies in which his different policies were 
written deposited the money in the banks of 
Knoxville and Johnson city, Tenn., to be 
paid to the widow. 

Mrs. Chase received about $5,000 of the 
insurance, but the banks have just been en- 
joined through Chancellor Smith of Johnson 
City from paying over the balance of the 
funds. | 

In their application the attorneys for the 
insurance companies allege that fraud was 
perpetrated to obtain the insurance money; 
that the insured had probably been made the 
victim of scientific hypnotism on the part 
of some person or pérsons in collusion with

Expected to Have Weight. 

Bishop Horstmann came here from Phila- 
@elphia about ten years ago and is generally 
tespected. His words are expected to have 
great weight with the strikers, many of 
whom are under his religious direction, and 
with the people in the sections of the city 
where the mobs have congregated. 

' Mayor Farley says he believes the presence 

of the large body of troops will end all dis- 
turbances. He thinks that they will not 
only be equal to any emergency, but that 
the mere influence of their presence will be 
sufficieht to forbid the perpetrators of the 
recent outrages from repeating their at- 
tacks. 

A proposition has been made to disarm 
the crews of the street cars, because many 
of them have.opened fire on the people in the 
_gtreets, and particularly because of the kill- 
ing of young Cornweitz yesterday after- 
. noon. . 

The street car men are combating this 
movement upon the ground of the Ohio 
statute which permits any person to carry 
arms whose life or property is known to be 
in danger. 

There is a split in the City Council over the 
proposition, and the Mayor is reported to 
have said that he will not consent to the 
disarmament until it fs demonstrated that 
‘the men will be protected in the performance 


-of their duty. 


_ * Reported Incendiary Utterance. 

‘Harry Bryan, President of the Street Car 
union, is reported to have said: “I do not 
oppose the use of dynamite, and if I had 
blown up that car on Prospect street, those 
scabs would never have known what hit 


them.” 
Assistant Corporation Counsel Beacon 


said, in discussing this remark: “It is 


good law that words are deeds, and may be- 
tome crimes. *A number of Anarchists in 
Chicago were hung for just that sort of 
thing.”’ 

. There is some talk of arresting Bryan, but 
nothing has been done in the matter as yet. 
. The troops now here are scactered at the 
various car barns and gathered at central 
points, ready to be rushed to the scene of any 
disturbance. The police force is already 
held in reserve. Independent companies 
like the Cleveland Grays are being paid by 
the city. 

» The men have orders to arrest disorderly 
persons ag well as to protect property. They 
have already made a large number of ar- 
rests, and this has had a salutory effect 
upon the mobs. The police are arresting 
the strect car men as often as they fire their 
revolvers. One of them, Charles H. Seaton, 
is held under a $5,000 bond. 

_ There has been much miscellaneous shoot- 
ing, in which a number of’citizens have had 


barrow escapes, and all of the guards have | 


orders to suppress it. The troops have not 
. been firing, but have been using their 
‘bayonets freely. There have been no serious 
injuries. 
be The lower quarters of the city are in a 
state of terror with the frequent stopping of 
cars, hooting of mobs, and the hurrying of 
patrols of armed guards. An idea of the 
sravity of the situation may be gained from 
he fact that 10,000 rounds of ammunition 
for the troops have been shipped from 
Coiumbus. 


Hopes for Arbitration. 

Joseph Bishop of the State Board of Arbi- 
tration still has hope of settling the strike. 
He declines to accept the refusal to arbitrate 
of President Everitt of the street car com- 
pany, Saying it is the duty of the board to 
overlook such announcements. 

The strikers are blaming the company for 
the dynamiting, saying it was done to get 
the troops here. The street car peopie are 
experimenting with a broom guard against 
explosives on the tracks. The soldiers and 
patrons of the street cars are boycotti#g in 
several sections of the city the strike sym- 
pathizing merchants. 

The cars are running today, but the people, 
either through fear or principle, patronize 
them sparingly. This second strike began 
a week ago Sunday, practically without no- 
tice, and the people are becoming expert 
long distance pedestrians.

“An analysis of the anti-trust law of 
Texas discloses the difficulties of treating 
the subjects by legisiation,”’ he said. “On 
the one hand, as long as there ts one State 
that recognizes the validity of such agree- 
ments the interstate commerce law stands 
as a barrier to effective legislation except 
such legislation as would be more injurious 
to the consumer than it could be to the trust. 
“On the other hand, Congress can legislate 
only upon matters that areinterstate. How 
far coéperation of federal and State action 
would close the outlet to recalcitrants is a 
matter for later consideration. That any- 
thing injurious to the mass of the people 
can be prevented under our system of gov- 
ernment, I believe, but it cannot be done by 
explanation or spasmodic 
Statutes; neither will there be any good at- 
tained by dealing with the consequences, 
instead of the causes of the trusts."

When the detectives and their prisoner 


reached here they at once went toa restau- 
rant, where Armstrong, aftera hearty din- 
ner, gave out an interview. He was in the 
best of humor, and laughingly winked at the 
officers as he told his story. 


“ For the first time in my life,”’ he began,

Well, about five years. I have been working 
for him about that long. As to this alleged 
jury bribery, I know nothing at all, practi- 
cally.

He is an old schoolmate 
of Mr. Deneen, and will relieve the State's 
Attorney’s office here of all the legal work 
at that place in the case. 

When Armstrong is returned his bonds 
will be increased, perhaps even to $15,000. 
That sum was the amount in which Dan 
Coughlin furnished bond before he ran 
away. Mr. Deneen declined to tell where 
he got the tip that led to Armstrong's arrest. 

Daniel Donahoe said last night that he had 
not heard from Armstrong and didn’t know 
what advice he would give him. 

Folig¢eman Frank Tyrrell, who made the 
arrest|/of Armstrong, is a member of the 
city police force who has been assigned to 
the State’s Attorney’s office since the elec- 
tion of Mr. Deneen.

84 years old. He is regarded as one of the \ 


shrewdest and safest detectives in the city. 
He has been intrusted with most of the im- 
portant and delicate pieces of detective 
work that have come into the State’s At- 
torney’s office since his attachment to it.

The voluntary action on the 
part of this government will go a long ways 
towards convincing the inhabitants of the 
Philippine archipelago that the Americans 
do not propose to rule them with an iron 
hand, but intend to permit them to take a 
hand in the management of their own af- 
fairs, and will permit them to hold elections. 

The government for the Island of Negros 
will ‘be under the supervision of General 
Otis, although a military governor will be 
placed in command. There will also be a 
civil governor for Negros and an advisory 
council, which will be elected. The military 
governor will select his Cabinet, which will 
he composed of the Sec es of the Treas- 
ury, Interior, Agricultu®®, Public Institu- 
tions, the Attorney General, and an auditor. 
The capital will be located at Bacolor and 
the military governor will draw a salary of 
$6,000 in Mexican money. 

It is required that voters will be able to 
read and write English, Spanish, or Visayas, 
own $500 in realty or be ‘the renters of $1,000 
in realty, and be residents in their respective 

‘districts one year. The Cabinet officers will 

perform the customary duties of their offices. 
It is believed the result of this experiment 
will have a great deal to do with forming 
the policy of the administration in regard to 
the government of the Philippines. 


An automobile to be used in delivering 
packages was put on the street today by one 
of the big exprass companies.

CAPTURE -OF PROPERTY AT SEA. 

The peace conference at The Hague nears 
the completion of its labors.. ‘The United 
States has as much reason as any of the 


accomplished. The question of disarma- 
ment was @ot one which concerned this 
country, and the failure to accomplish any- 
thing in that regard is not a disappoint- 
ment to us. The United States and Great 
Britain have every reason to be gratified 
with the agreement as to arbitration. The 
failure of the conference to consider the 
subject of the arbitration of capture at 
sea is a matter of sincere regret in this 
country. The theory that it could not be 
considered because it was not specifically 
mentioned in the call is generally regard- 
ed as only a pretense. It was simply a 
polite excuse for declining to take up a 
subject the conference did not wish to 
take action upon. The matter was en- 
tirely germane and could with entire 
propriety have been discussed. The confer- 
ence has advised that a epecial congress 
be convened to consider this* question of, 
capture. If such a congress is to be called, 
the United States would seem to be the 
power that should do it. But there are 
reasons for doubting whether one is like- 
ly soon to be convened. It is pet gre 
to convene a congress of nationg out, 
some assurance that there is a possibility. 
at least that the desired understanding 
may be arrived at. The proper course in 
all such cases is to sound the powers with 
the view of ascertaining im advance what 
their attitude probably will be. Gov- 
ernments that are determined in their op- 
position to any change in the existing 
rule are not likely to favor a congress called. 
for no other purpose than to change it, 
How far the delegates at The Hague rep- 
resented their respective governments in 
advising a special conference for the con- 
sideration of capture at sea is somewhat 
problematical. 

The British government has always fa- 
vored the right to capturé private proper- 
ty at sea in time of war. There was a 
time when that right might have been 
abolished had England been ready to con-. 
sent. In a debate in the House of Com- 
mons in 1862, when this question was 
under discussion, an opinion to this effect 
was expressed by John ‘Bright. He de- 
clared that the United States, France, 
and Russia were at that time, in his 
opinion, willing to agree to the abolition, 
of the right of capture. The United 
States has at no time changed its posi- 
tion on the question. But France and 
Russia have become, perhaps, as decidedly 
in favor of maintaining the right of cap- 
ture as the United States is decidedly op- 
posed to it. These two continental powers 
believe that in case of war with Great 
Britain the right of capture would enable | 
them to strike a endous blow at the 
commercial supremacy of England. Ger- 
many and Austria, as well as Italy, may, 
be confidently relied upon to stand with 
the United States in favor of the exemp- 
tion of private property except contraband 
of war. Italy has already embodied the | 
principle in her code and has entered into | 
a treaty with the United States establish- | 
ing the exémption as. between the two 
countries.

In 1868 
the Diet @ North Germany unanimously 
adopted a resolution asking the federal 
Chancellor to enter into negotiations for 
the purpose of rendering the respect of 
private property at sea “a ptinciple of 
international law by a convention of all the 
great powers.” French lawyers in the 
eighteenth century advocated the principle 
of exemption, and Napoleon in 1870 went 
contrary to the opinion of his country 
when he adopted the contrary policy. At 
ithe present time the action of the French 
government on this question would be large- 
ly controlled by the wishes of Kussia, its 
ally.

Galvanizing Garfitarian reviews briefly 
the Brain. the report of M. Leduc to 
the French Society of Elec- 

trotherapy on the galvanization of the brain 
for the relief of cerebral diseases. Large 
surface electrodes are employed, the posi- 
tive being applied to the base of the brain 
and the negative immediately over the fore- 
head, Negative galvanization, it is claimed, 
increases the cerebral activity and positive 
galvanization decreases it and dispels in- 
tellectual fatigue. According to the French 
scientist, galvanism properly applied is bene- 
ficial in nearly all forms of cerebral disease, 
but he carefully points out the serious re- 
sults which may follow its careless applica- 
tion.

General Otis’ plan contemplates the di- | 


vision of the Philippines into four or five 
military departments, each with a com- 


petent general officer in charge of the 
military operations which are to be con- 


ducted there. There are now in Luzon 
fine fighting Generals, like Lawton and 
McArthur, who have shown what they 
can do. General Wheeler will be there 
soon. His qualifications as a soldier are 
undisputed. As for General Otis himself, 
he will be Governor General, with supreme 
command over all the forces, but he will 
not be expected to take a personal part in 
the military operations in any of the de- 
partments. That will be unnecessary, for 
he will have competent subordinates. Fur- 
thermore, the civil duties he will have to 
perform will be so numerous and so im- 
portant as to take up nearly all his time. 
That has been the case during the ls st few 
months. His “absence from the fighting 
line,” which has been commented on un- 
favorably by some critics, was quite proper. 

When given an adequate number of 
troops the commanders of the different 
military departments will clear them speedi- 
ly of armed insurgents, and then will have 
an opportunity to show what they can 
do as civil administrators, to convince the 
Filipinos that the Americans are their 
best friends. It is important that the in- 
eurgents should be practically subdued, and 
the establishment of civil government be-

The question should be answered in the nega- 
tive. The act of 1789 organizing the Treas- 
ury department provides that the Secretary 
shall not be “ directly or indirectly con- 
cerned or interested in carrying on the 
business of trade or commerce, or be owner 
in Whole or in part of any sea vessel, or 
purchase by himself or another in trust for 
him any public lands or other public prop- 
erty, or be concerned in the purchase or 
disposal of any public’ securities of any 
State or of the United States, or take or 
apply to his own use any emolument or gain 
for negotiating or transacting any business 
in the Treasury department.” Thus no im- 
porter and no owner of the smallest share 
in any sea-going vessel can be Secretary of 
the Treasury. The owner of national bank 
stock shares can be, for it can hardly be said 
that he is concerned im the purchase or 
disposal of State or national securities, even 
though the bank does buy and sell them. 
Had there been a national bank system when 
the Treasury was organized it {s quite likely 
that Congress would have made ineligible 
for the Secretaryship any one connected 
with it, but Congress did notdoso. The pro- 
visions it did adopt are in part unimportant 
now. The ownership of a sea-going vessel 
by the Secretary would not cause him to 
swerve from the path of duty, nor ts there 
any objection now to his buying public lands, 
for the Treasury department no longer has 
any control over the disposal of them.

LOCKJAW ANDO THE | 
FOURTH OF JULY. 
The latest issue of the Journal of the

July are generally a striing item in the 
newspapers for a day or two after the anni- 


dropped. This year, contrary to the usual 
custom, THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE is keeping 
up the record and reporting the later as well 
as the immediate fatalities. In its issue of 
July 17 it gives a list of 144 deaths directly 
due to Fourth of July casualties, and another 
journal editorially remarks that in no Philip- 
pine battle has the American death rate been 
anything approaching these figures. The 
chief medical point of interest is the general 
prevalence of lockjaw after these accidents, 
88 of the 144 deaths having been due to this 
cause, In New York, Boston, Pittsburg, and 
Philadelphia all the deaths reported were 
) from this cause, while it was only a little less 
unusual in several other large cities. Why 
tetanus infection should be so prevalent 
on July 4, out of all days of the year, isa 
question we have not seen satisfactorily 
answered. The toy pistol has received credit 
heretofore for an undue proportion of te- 
tanus-infected wounds, but it can hardly be 
responsible for the whole of THE TRIBUNE’s 
formidable list. There seems to be an oppor- 
tunity here for a thorough bacteriologic 
study which ought to have valuable practical 
as well as scientific results. Tetanus is a 
rare complHcation of ordinary wounds, but 
on this particular holiday the infection 
seems to be rampant beyond all reason. The 
first duty of the hour, however, as THE 
TRIBUNE says, is not so much to discover 
the peculiar mode of infection as to remove 
the obvious original cause. It does not re- 
quire study to discover that, and the remedy 
lies In legislation, provided the laws are 
rigidly enforced, not by empty proclama- 
tions of Mayors or police instructions, not 
meant to be obeyed, but by absolute stop- 
page of the sale and use of the deadly toy 
pistol and the giant cracker, or still better, 
the suppression of the whole class of peace- 
destroying nolise-creators in the hands of 
reckless and irresponsible youths. If we 
need a more severe lesson. we are pretty 
certain to get it if welet matters goon. The 
useless sacrifice of human life has no ex- 
cuse, and the effort of THe TRIBUNE to 
arouse public sentiment against the sense- 
less custom is most praiseworthy. The

LIQUID AIR IN SURGERY. 


Liquid air, although still possessing many mys- 
terious properties, is becoming so well under- 
stood as an agent in medicing and surgical science 
that it is now being used with successful results. 
In a recent number of the Medical Record, Dr. A. 
Campbell White shows that liquid air 
remarkable anesthetic and specific powers, and 
by, a series of experiments he proves that its 
advent in medicine and surgery will solve many 
problems of long standing. Speaking of the sub- 
ject to a Tribune reporter last evening, he said: 
‘*T am confirmed in my belief that liquid air 
is a epecific for neuralgia, sciatica, and stich 
neurotic lesions, by experiments in which I have 
used the fluid and tested its results. In one 
case of sciatica the patient was suffering intense 
pain the whole length of the leg. The physician 
who had been using the ordinary cauterizing 
treatment to no effect, permitted the application 
of liquid air. This was done by dipping a #wab 
in the fluid and touching the nerve at its spinal 
extremity. Instantly the pain left the leg. Other 
applications were made along the nerve to insure 
relief, and. although a month has elapsed since 
the operation there has been no recurrence of any 

Dr. White showed a culture tube in which a 
colony of the bacteria of diphtheria had been 
planted i blood serum. He then told of an ¢x- 
perimefit {n which these bacilli had been put in 
cappilary tubes with sealed ends and subjected 
to Hquid air for an hour. At the end of the time 
the germs appeared lifeless, but on being placed 
in an tneubator and brought back to a normal 
temperature they were as lively as ever. 

‘*It is impossible to kill germs by freezing,”’ 
he went on to say, ‘‘ but this experiment fe- 
veals a use of liquid air which I believe will 
prove effectual in many cases of bacterial dis- 
enses. In the normal body there are germs of all 
kinds, but their virulence is met and overpowered 
by antitoxins which the system produces to com- 


of vitality the antigoxins cannot compete with 
their antagonists, and as a consequence a man 
‘eomes down’ with typhoid, or diphtherta, or 
consumption. At such times an injection of for- 
eign antitoxins Into the blood often will suf- 
ficiently reinforce the system and overcome the 
invading bacilli. This is the method employed 
at present. Now, the use of liquid air ‘in such 
cases is based on the same hypothesis. When 
the fluid is applied to the part affected the bac- 
teria are for the time being rendered tnactive and 
thus give the antitoxinse of the system an op- 
portunity to rally and repair the breach.’’ 

The doctor then showed a photograph taken 
of a child upon whose neck a large blood tumor 
had attained the size of a dollar. Lower on the 
body was another tumor ever more ugly in its 
appearance. In telling of the case the doctor 
said: 

‘* Liquid air was applied to the tumor on the 
child's back and the flesh healod rapidly. The 
other excrescence was treated by ordinary meth- 
ods and has even grown larger. In conrequence 
of these results I have great hopes for liquid air 
in the treatment of lesions and such infammations 
of the skin.’’ 

When asked in reward to the use of liquid air as 
an anesthetic, Ur. White told of an experiment in 
which it was employed. 

"A boy had received a blank cartridge wound 
in the hand and in order to perform the opera- 


Too mutch was applied, a at first the surgeon 
was no more able to cut Me flesh than if it had 
been s0 much etone. After a moment's waiting 
the knife cut in easily, inflicting no pain, the 
foreign particles were removed. and the wound 
carefully dressed. A few days later the boy re- 
turned. The hand had healed nicely, and was 
soon entirely well. 

‘There is ho pain In the application.’’ he con- 
tinued, ‘‘ except a slight tingling at the beginning. 
If the part frozen is surrounded hy healthy tissue 
it returns to its normal condition as soon as the 
cold is removed’. It has not the inebriating effect« 
of euch anetitetics as cocaine and ether, and 
where moisture is not present the freezing never 
retults in mortification.’'’—New York Tribune.
